The Alcoa plant east of ’l‘or-;
rance was ' conceived as neces- |
sary to the war effort in 1941]‘
by the. War Production Board.
It was built by Aluminum Com-
pany of ‘America for' the De-
fense’ Plant Corporation ~and
operated by Alcoa under a lease
agreement at the request of
D.R.C. 2 :
Thé building of the plant was
authorized in order to meet the
anticipated military require-
ments  for aluminum. The
United States and her allies
needed -airplanes by the thou-
sand—and quick. It was a
-question. of where could elec-
tricity be obtained in sufficient
quantities to make the metal
required in the production of
thes¢ planes. The Boulder Dam
Power Supply of the Bureau
of Power and Light furnished
the government one ° answer.
The local site was selected and
construction started by Alcoa
on Dec. 22, 1941.-

The works was designed for
a total capacity of 150,000,000 |
pounds of aluminum a year.
The first unit, was placed .in
operation July 8, 1942, and the
‘plant reached its peak operation
in September, 1943.

- “If taotal victory in ‘Europe
comes through .a succession of
surrenders, and if the German |
phase -of the war thus drags
out, instead . of ending suddenly,
there will perhaps be no need
for this appeal. If, however,
there should come a quick gen-
eral capitulation, our people will
be tempted to leave their em-
ployment to celebrate. -

“With Germany's capitulation,
we must remember that we yet
will be only at .the half-way
point. In spite of recent victo-
ries and remarkable advances
in the South Pacific,” we still|
will have before us the gigan-
tic task of winning against Ja.
pan. Even as we rejoice over,
the collapse or disintegration of

On Italy Soil .

Mr, and Mrs. Nikuma Tanoue,,
who ate residents of the Roh-
wer Relocation Center near Me-
Gehee, Ark., have recently been
notified by the War Department
that their son, T/Sgt. Ted T.

Tanoue, has. been Kkilled in ac-

tion in Italy.

They were first. notified that
Sgt.  Tanoue , was ' serjously
wounded on Sept.”1 and later.
they received a message that
he had died on Sept. 6.

The Tanoue family
Terrance, Calif. 5

This -is the second person of
Japanese ancestry who has béen
killed in action who was for-
merly a resident of Torrance.

The other was A. R. Shimat-
su, also killed in Italy.

mer Torrance man to give his
life in World War.II.

On Sept, 20, 1944, the Tanouye
family received a telegram from
the War Department that their
son, T/Sgt. Ted Tanouye, had
been wounded in Italy and had
been sent to a hospital. Two
days later came another wire
bearing the information that' he
had succumbed to his wounds.
Ted attended the Torrance
schools, having graduated from
Torrance High school with the
class of summer '38, Of a genial
disposition, he always had a
smile and a helping hand. After
graduation he was employed-at
the Quality Market.

Ted's service to  his country
consisted of duties at post head-
quarters at-Fort F, E, Warren,
Wyo., and then the training of
Hawaiian volunteers at Camp
Shelby. On being sent overseas
he was made a technical ser-
geant, in which capacity he
served with the 442nd Battalion,
credited with recelving many ci-
tations for bravery. It has also
suffered -heavy casualties,

Ted carried with him his uke,
which he strummed in the camp
and in Italy: during lulls upon
the battle front, He owed his
ability on the guitar to the in-
struction he received at the
Dick McIntive Hawalian Studio,
his teacher a classmate of '38,
Miss Thelma Hauck.
